THE ILLINOIS AND IOWA EPISCOPATE., 
WANTED—A LEADER, | 
Te the Editor af The Chicago / ripune: 

CIAO. Aug. 28.—As the Sunday Times has 
anew editor who takes a very deep interest in 
the welfare of our dear old Protestant Episcopal 
Church, believed to be one whose office espec- 
ialiy qualifies him to set in order the things 
that are wanting,” and whose watchful care and 
earnest labors guard well the outposts 
of the Church's citadel, well learned 
in all the wisdom of tae early 
churches, but most of all ia the lore 
of mediwval times, anxious for the return of 
the modern Church to the ceremonia! prevalent 
before the reformation of ihe sixteenth century, 
from the thraldom and superstitions of the mid- 
dle ages; and whose high opinion of the clergy 
lead him té see but ome among the 3,000 and 
more who is fully qualified for the ohe of 
Bishop in the Church of God, in and for the 
Diocese of lilinoia, itis here saggesied in ac- 
cordance with the circular very recently issued 
signed by four laymen, that the Diocese decline 
to go into an election of a Bishop, 
at the coming Convention, and im- 
mediately place itself in commission 
for an iodefinite period, until the General Con- 
vention shall do away with Standing Committees, 
whose late action has so blocked the wheels of 
Mcdiewvalism in this Diocese as to cause serious 
alarm to thedaithful Time must be given for 
these guaidians of the Episcopal office to repeat 
of their misdoiogs, revéree their verdict respect- 
ing the Bishop-elect—for it must be borne in 
miod that Dr. De Koven is still the Bishop-eloct, 
notwithstanding bis rejection by a more than 
two-thirds vote, Fa ung in this, it is farther 
sugges ed that all matters pertaiving to the wei- 
faie of the Diocese be referred to the 
Cnancellor, whose chief office is to act 
as “ adviser of the Crown,” and see that no un- 
fit person be consecrated Bishop of the great 
Diocese of Lilinoia. 

Saould these eminently wise suggestions fail 
of approval, then another alternative presents 
itself. The wriver admits that it is revolution- 
ary, but what of that when great and vital inter- 
ests are in jeopardy. Let the Convention con- 
clude that, on the whole, there is realiy little 
prosgect of the Standing Committees acknow)- 
edging tha: they have been mistaken, and there- 
fore not very likely to reverse their action; that it 
might take too long to expect relief from the Gen- 
eral Convention ; aud that possibly their pleaged 
and staoding candida’e may at some future time 
be made a Bishop when the Church shall become 
wiser. and theu his wonderful abilities will be 
appreciated; and common people be able to un- 
derstand bis views,—of course it is known that 
he has never attempted an explanation himself 
of his views on the Sacrameot—but give him an 
opt ortunity ow, and all will be made plain. 

I come now to my last and final suggestion. 
Should it vot be adopted, I greatly fear that in 
the distant future the Church will sadly lament 
not following my advice. The remedy for 
our anomalous condition in the brother- 
hood of Dioceses will be apparent to the mind 
of all believers io the true Church.“ It if this: 
the Convention should proceed at once and elect 
the Chancellor Biehop of the Diocese. Why 
not? Have we pot One example in tie early 
Church for such action? History inſorus us we 
have. Certainly to secure such a boon there 
conld be no reasonable objection. But the 
Chancellor is only a layman, say you. All right, 
but my objector must be righted: does he not 
know that Deacous’ orders aud priests’ orders 
might be. passed over on the ground that 
the “less is swallowed up by the greater? 
be  establishe usage or 
canon in tbe way, they bnd be dis- 
regarded—anything so that the Church 
could return to primitive practice. We should 
then see order iu place of confusion, the glad 
return of the multitudinous “sects” now so 
sadiy disfiguring the face of the Christian world 
to the bosom of the Catholic Church. the wol 
and the lamb would then lie down together, and 
a little child—I beg pardon,—a Chancellor, 
Bishop—* shou'd lead them.”

SANKEY IN THE PULPIT, 
HIS FIRST SERVICE LN AMERICA. 


The Pittsbugg Dispatch gives a lengthy ac- 
count of the first appearance of Mr. Sankey in 
an American church service since his return. 
It was at a camp-weeting at Leetaedale. Foilow- 


ing are extracts from the Dispatch’s report: 

He said he had not intended to come there, or en- 
gage in ap» work for a pumber of months, an arrange- 
ment k 4 made with Mr. Moody that they should 
both rest until ready to begin their work together in 
the fall; but im talking with the Rev. Alexander Ciark, 
it was brought to his mind that his sister, while he 
was absent in Europe, had been converted on that 
camp-ground, She had soon sfter died, with the 
blessed assurance of immortality. He felt he owed 
something to the spot, and if he could by doing some 
good here to tly repay e obligation, he 
would come, and be had come, He spoke briefly 
and modestly of the work in England, aud was 
sorry that Mr. Moody's and his name had been herald- 
ed in connection with u. The giory ail belonged to 
God ; it was Hie work. It was the power of the truth 
forved home to the hearts of the hearers which had ao- 
complished the results. He said that at one of the 
meetings in London, where 20,000 persons had gath- 
ered, many in the extreme corners of the building, en- 
tirely out of the reach of his or Moody's voice, had 
been converted, It was the power of tae Holy Spirit 
which had come among themn—passing from one to 
another in all that vast audience, and influencing ail 
into a grand reconciliation with God, After speaking 
some ten minutes he sat down to the meiodeon, and 
playing a simple accompanimeast, sang The Ninety 
iad Niue, one of his own songs, Which became so 
popular abroad. He had wr ten it when gom to 
scotiand, the idea being taken from the parable of the 
lost sheep, Wuile he was singing the sudience was 
very still and evidently interestea, though no partic- 
larly impressed. either with the soiemnity of the occa- 
sion nor the earne:tness of the singer. 

His voice is powerful. and, though not very flexible, 
is astonishingly sympathetic, He enunciates very dis- 
tinctly, and sings as if he felt the words and they 
were the spoutaueous outburst of his heart, His 
voice at times rang full and clear and strong to the 
furtherest limits of thé audience, then would sink 
gradually with extreme sofimess unui it could be 
ueard only a dozen yardsaway., Then alter the song 
there was silence, and, znechug down, the evaugelist 
offered a fervent prayer, to the sentiments of waich 
there were frequent aud somorous amen from ali 
portions of the congreg@tion, 

At the afternoon session, Mr. Sankey conducted the 
exercises, and announced that there would be first a 
half hour of song. Tus rst selection would be“ The 
Land that is Fairer tan Day.” The tune was the 
“Sweet By-and-by,” Which all knew. It was being 
sung heartily ou the ether side of the water. Mr. 
Sunkey then seated Mimeelf at the malodeon, anda 
wale quarteite sang the verses, the congregation join- 
ing in the chorus with decided enjoyment, Withont 
leu Ving bis seat Mr. Suakey said he would sing, I 
Left it Ali with Jesus Long Ago”; it wise very popu 
lar in Eagland, he said, was sung there at the wect- 
ings. Tue refrain begaa: 

Leave it all wig Jesus, drooping soul; 

Teil not half the gtory, tell the wuole.“ 
with two lines following, which were sung so low that 
it was impossible to catehthem, Every one Lstened 
with curiosity, but though it was given with deep 
feeling, and with much more than ordinary eff ective- 
ness, outside the two of three front rows where the 
more faithful sat there did not appear to be much 
emotion beyond that of a natural sympathy. Mr. 
Sankey evidently felt that the success of the service 
had fdlen upon kum, and went heartily to work. 
Hardly had the last notes died away, when, without 
rising, he begun quickly to tell an aneedote, When 


they wete in Beifast, hejgaid, he sang a hymn. called 
Im Prying for 1 bad already found ite 
way to this country. 6 sang it fret in a little church 
which, though full, could not bold many persons, and 
two or three days after om tue street, his band 
was grasped by a young man, who toid him, with tears 
in Lis eyes, that the hymn had brought him to a seuse 
of his sinfalness, and ehim boy to Christ, He 
might say & was not the music, not the organ, not the 
singing, out tbe truth in it. 

People in England, be continues, did not like the 
sentiment u the oem, “Tbe Gate Ajar.” They 
thought it should be the gate wide open, but he kept 
on singing it, and it, and God biesed it 
bountifully. In Aswembiy Hall, in Edinburg, poor 
Maggie Lindsay, whege story was published in all the 
Engiisb papers. Bean it and felt the truth init, She 
was young, educated, was just leaving schoul, but 
fait thet sue must da something for the causa. She 
was given work to do, and did it, Taree weeks 
after she was travding by rail to the North of 
Scotland, and by a collision many persous were 
burt. Maggie’s back was brokeg, and, terribly 
crushed, she laid in the ru us. As help came to her 
she opeved her book jo The Gate Ajar for Mx,” and 
sung it triumphantly as her life went oat. Wien the 
spesker came home he heard how, at Ocean Grove, the 
hymn with the words changed so that it read, The 
Gute Wide Open, was sung, when an oid lady 
cried out, No i No! The Gate Ajar.” I found it so, 
but prayer opened it to let me through. It’s ajar to 
all who seek it, 

Mr. Sankey then sang, I'm praying for you,” and 
followed it with “Are you bearing aby fruit for the 
Master?” taken from the parable of the fig tree, By 
this time the audience had become deeply interested 
and listened attentively while he sing, “Now one 
more little hymn,” he sad, and then we will hear 
our brother preach the Gospel, ‘Go Bary Thy Sor- 
rows.“ 

The hymn was sung with exquisite pathos, and 
among the front ranges teacs were rolling down 
the cheeks of many who listened, Ba. k where the vis- 
itors, the fashionabies, et. al. the same stolid in- 
dinereuce that had characte them at first remain- 
ed, and as the last notes. died away and Mr, Sankey 
arose from the organ, many commenced to rise from 
their seats to move away.

THE TITLE OF REVEREND. 
DECISION IN THE Wer CASE. 

The decision of Sir Robert Phillimore, the 
Dean in the Court of Arches, in the celebrated 
tombstone case, has been rendered, and is 
against the claims of the Wesleyan ministere to 
the approprialion.of the title of Reverend.” 

he ioscription on the tombstone reads; In 
memory of Annie Augusta Keet, the younger 
daughter of the Rev. H. Keet, Wesleyan mivis- 
ter, etc.” Sir Robert held that the worde Wes- 
leyan minister” were an exact description of 
Mr. Keet, and that he should have been content- 
ed with these alone. He laid down the law as 
to parish gaveyards in these words: 

The churchyard is the freehold cf the incumbent, 
subject to the right of the parishioner or the stranger 
happening to die in the parish to simple intermeat,} but 
to no more., Indeed, the imcumbent has the right to 
pasture animals which do not tajure the bodies inter- 
red in the churhyard, and every gravestone, of course, 
interferes with that pasturage, The incumbent for 
this, as for other more important reasons, has prima 
facie right to prouibit altogether the placing of an 
gravestone, or to t it on proper conditions, su 
as those which relate to the size and character of the 
stone, the legality and the propriety pf the inscription 
upon it, or the payment of « pro fee. Usage, in- 
deed, has much favored the placing of such stones, 
and, as a general rule, the incumbent permits them; 
while the exercise of his right of refusal has become, 
or perhaps always was, subject to the control of the 


The placing of a gravestone at all is, therefore, 
a matter of permission on the part of the incum- 
beat of a parish. On che, question of overruling 
the decision of the Bishop of Lincoln against 
Mr. Keet, Sir Robert docided that there was no 
reason tor interference. He describes the de- 
mand of Mr. Keet apon the Rector of the parish 
as one to covfer by a permanent inscription in 
his own churchyard, upon another person, that 
pecul.ar religious title by which he alone bas 
beeu bitherto designated aad known to his own 
arishioners and to his own church.” I donot,” 
adds, think that the Court has simply to 
decide whether the prefixing the title Rever- 
end’ to the description ‘Wesleyan minister’ 
be so clearly illegal that even if the clergyman 
consented the Court ought to prohibit it. I do 
not pronounce an opinion to that effect, but it is 
the duty of tne urt to consider not only 
whether it would be lawfal in the abstract to 
allow such an inscription as this, but also 
whether it be expedient aod proper to do so. 
This consideration sometimes must, and often 
mar, depend upon local circcumstaaces, of which 
the Bisnop is, by reason, law, and practice, the 
fittest jadge.” He declines, therefore, to over- 
rule the Bishop's decision. * 
The case will be appealed to the Privy Council.

Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 25 
Onicaao, Aug. 28.— Having been, from the 

earliest stages of its organization up to and in- 

cluding the time when Dr. Moss was chosen 

President of the University, either 9 member of 

the Exequtive Committee or in some official po- 

sition ip which I was required to obtain an inti- 
mate personal knowledge of its history and man- 
agement, being ove of its corporators and a con- 
tributor to ite resources to a very considerable 
extent, and feeling the deepest interest in its 
prosperity and advancement to the purposes of 
ite founders, I have ever been pained and 
grieved to witness the persistent persecations 
and false and libelous charges made by the bit- 
terest enemy of the institution that one of s 
similar character ever had to contend witb, 
and I am almost as much pained to 
see the outgrowth of these persecutions and 
false charges culminating in the bitter spirit 
that has been manifested Ly those, as well East 
as West, in the remarks they have made in re- 
gard to the removal of Dr. Moss from the Presi- 
dency of the University.

whom the University was largely indebted, and 
who had also coutributed $50,000 towards the 
liquidation of its indebtedness? Can any candid, 
unprejadiced man for a moment doubt as to 
what their decision should be? The s ber sec 
ead thought of all, 1t appears to me, must be 
that the Board not only did tight, but that they 
did the only thing which they justly and honor- 
ably could do. None more than the writer can 

ret that the University has lost tne vain- 
able services of Dr. Moss. Ne perhaps 
place a higher estimate upon his great 
abilities, aud would more giadly see them se- 
cured in promoting the educational interesis 
of the West, and 1 sincerelv hope that his ardent 
friends will endow a chair fur him in the theo- 
logical seminary.

tub of water,—when the leaves are shaken out 
aud spread on the floor to dry, until they have 
reached the proper state of pliability for further 
working. which it does after from 12 to 24 hours’ 
exposure tothe air. The stems are simpped 
fromthe Havana tobacco before it is shipped ; 
but from the seed-leaf (American) the stems 
pave to be removed. This process strip- 
ping,” it is called—was witnessed in another 
room, where a number of girls were busily eo- 
88 in tearing the stem or spine from the to- 
bacco leaves. This is a work requiring ho little 
manual dexterity, it being all important to avoid 
tearing the leaf in — 1 the stem, for, if 
toru. it can only be worked in for fillings or 
serabe; and, us yet, no machine bas been in- 
vented that will do this. 


GUM. 

The girls who were doing this work were ob- 
served to be busy chewing away, and spitting 
with no less precision of aim thao that of a vet- 
eraa cbewer. 

“Chewing are they?” queried the reporter. 

„ Yes—egum,” repled the foreman, with a sly 
grin ; so it. seemed after all that the constant 
handiine of tobacco hadn't develo in these 
dem viseiles an appetite for the weed. 

After having been stripped,—the stems being 
set aside to be cut into smoking tc \aceo, the 
leaves are sorted according to quality and color, 
and booked,”——the leaves being straightened 
out by hand and piled together hke the leaves of 
a book until there are from & to 14¢ pounds in a 
pile, when it ts rotled foto a pad, and thence 
goes into the haed of the workman. 

THE SORTING BY COLORS 
is according to the division of cigars into the 
five standard branda, “Maduro,” Colorado 
Maduro,” Colorado,“ Colorado Clara,” 
“ Clara,”—the Maduro being the darkest. It 
may interest smokers to know that the 
current potions that a light-colored ei- 
ger ie necessarily a light-flavorea one, and. «4 
aduro necessarily bigb-flavored, is all a hum- 
bug. The degree of flavor does not at all de- 
pend upon the color of the leaf, but upon the 
qualty and growth of the plant itself. The 
color depends wholly upon the euring of the 
leaf. ‘Tobacco is not worked into cigars until 
from one to two years after it is gathered. 
Meanwhile it undergoes the sweating process, 
aod when chat is thoroughly complete, the leaf 
attains the dark color; ben partially complete 
it is lighter, and though the workmen insist that 
it is not so, perhaps after ail the degree to 
which the smoking process bas gone probably 
does affeet the flavor of the cigar, though, ac- 
eording to the theory of the cigar-makers, the 
only cigars fit to smoke are the dark ones—the 
Maduros, Bat, after all, the eolor belongs only 
to a single leaf, — the wrapper of che cigar, —and 
however dainty one may about seiecting his 
cigars with an eye to the shade, the true flavor 
depends upon not the wrapper, but the filling 
which the wrapper conceals, —all which the foi e- 
man imparted, and then showed the reporter 
into 
THE CIGAR-MAKERS’ ROOM, 
where the process of manufacture might be 
see 1. 

Here were @ series of long work-tables, di- 
vided longitudinally by a board about a foot 
bigh set io the cenire of the tabie-fop, 
and crosswise at intervals of about 
8) feet by strips reaching about half 
that height, the space thus marked off 
being allotted to a workman. On the outer mar- 
gin of the work-tabies on either side were 
curious aprons looped up 80 as to form a gutter 
for the reception of the clippings and 8c: sps. 

On one side the workman was bis book of 
wrappers, whetber Havana or seed, and on the 
other a little pire of filling. consisting of the 
torn leaves. and fillings. Ie front of each maa 
was a block of some hard wood,—lignum vita, 
apple tree, beech, or box-wood. A few of the 
workmen used a block covered with zwe. These 
biocks, some of which were square. some circu- 
lar, were about 15 incties in diameter or 15 
inehes square. Oo them the wrapper is cat 
and the cigarrolled, The process is compara- 
tively simple. yet requires a dexterity and nice- 


ty of touch that evide:tiy can only be se- 


quired after long practice. The workman 
first takes from a book a leaf: which, from 
the casiug or dampeving, is softer end more 
pliable than the finest glove leatber. spreads u 
ont smoothly on the block (when the finer 

uality of tobacco may be at once recognized by 
the soft velvety su face and the delicate hoes of 
the veins iu the leaf). and cute out of it a strip 
from.6to 9 inehes in length, accord eng to the 
size of cigar to be made, and from an inch to ap 
inch and thr uarters broad. This is for the 


binder. Nom his pile of fillers—lesser leaves, 


toru leaves, cuttings, etc.—he takes the requisite 
quantity, and so quickly that it can’t be deseribed, 
except that it is somewhat as an expert makes a 
cigarette, and defty rolls it withm the binder, 
Sometimes it is then placed in a mold which 
is tightened under a screw-press, each mold 
holding tweaty cigars, to get set before 
the wrepoer is put on. The mold gives a wore 
uniform shape to the cigar than cay a workman 
bv band: but for some reason it is not favored, 
and few of the better gra ſes of ci are even 
so. in the 1 whole «ork being done by 
hand, With only the under. the cigar is but 
af INCHOATE THING,

But 
it is only with spproxma Fe 
and by coljusion with tobacco 
warchousemen. and through purchases made 
from warehouses abroad, no doubt 
it would be easy enough for the manufacturers 
to perpetrate frauds on the reveoue. The man- 
ufacturers cannot move tbeir factories without 
first closing up their business under charge uf a 
Deputy lector, and giving new bound, 80 that 
they are under 
CONSTANT SURYEILIANCE, 


so to speak. Then no cigars are permitted to be 


sold except im boxes of 25, 50, 100, 250, or 500 
each. duly stamped at the rate of $6 per tbhou- 
sand, and peddling of cigars at retail is absolutely 
prohibited under severe penalties, so that when 
next any itinerant dealer offers you a dozen 
cigars at a bargain, you may h him over to 
the police, Further, the manufacturer 
must keep an account daily of the 
number of hands he employs, giving 
their names, the number of cigars, cheroots, 
Ste., Manufactured, and number of pounds of 
leaf, stem, aod clippings consumed in making 
them; bia record of workmen employed must 
show the date of their employment, when dis- 
charged, numberof days’ service, etc., and al! 
this is at ail times open to the inspection of 
three Deputy Collectors who are continual) 
employed in inspecting the factories—of whic 
there are just now in operation in this city, 
which turved out last month 4,522,382 cigars, on 
which es were paid to the emount of 
$26,089.45. July, however. is a dull month, and 
the aggregate annual manufacture iu i 

is about 75.000. 000 cigars. 

With all these checks, however, upon frauds, 
and with the Special Deputies and the Secret Ser- 
vice Bureaus (what time can be spared from loox- 
ing after the Her ies). 

FREQUENT PETTY FRAUDS 
are practiced. Tue opening of a stamped box 
does not invalidate the stamp; on the contrary, 
the law requirés that cigars shall be sold ooly 
out of stamped boxes, which, of course, have to 
be opened in order to make sales. And, as it is 
impossible to stamp every cigar, berein lies the 
opportunity for fraud; for bow many hundred 
cigars may be sold out of a box once stamped, 
despite the severe pevalties prescribed 
therefor, is one of those things po fellow 
can find out. In a stam box, the 
small manufacturer may send his cigars to the 
retailer, and then empty them into the retailer's 
stamped box, and carry bask his (the manufac- 
28 stamped box, to be refilled and emptied 
in the like fashion. The fmuads practiced, how- 
ever, are comparatively few and trivial, aod with 
the checks kept by the account of leaf dealers’ 
sales to manufacturers, and as the handling of 
the leaf is a distinct business in which the 
cigar manufacturer cau searoe secretiv embark, 
as @ matter of fact few cigare comparative- 
ly are sold on which the taxis pot paid. Were 
the whisky tax paid to the like extent, the 
Treasury would be the gamer. Such, in brief, 
omitting the agricultural portion of it, is the 
history of the cigar. If you are sure it is 
genuine Havana, is well made. that the tax bas 
been paid, and that the flavor is just to your 
hiking, when you have read thus far, light a fresh 


cigar.

Hype Pank, III., Aug. 27.~The Boston Jour- 
nal of Chemistry ia doing good work in molding 
public opiniion in the right direction upon the 
subject of the deficiencies of flour as a nerve- 
food, and the correspooding benefits that might 
result from the general use of the whole wheat. 

In a recent article on the subject it points odt 
how affections of the nervous system are pro- 
moted by the use of fine flour, aud evers that 
the Roman soldier could not have sccomplished 
his historie achievements had the flour of nowa- 
days been his wheat-food; that, no matter how 
much fresh air and exercise be had. his physique 
would have failed with imperfect food. He 
could not have developed muscle enough to 
climb mountains, ewim rivers, fight hand-to- 
hand fighte, and endure privatioys, unless his 
digestive organs bad been fed with al- 
ment which supplied the waste of tissue 
consequent upon exertion, and the wich- 
drawat. of nerve-force, Vitality, or te, 
or whatever you are pleared to call that dynamic 
power which carries along the currents of our 
physical existence.

80 
that itis more in accordance with the facta to 
speak of the nerve-force as the primal source of 
all the Luscular forces of the body. 

In this hght we cannot conceive of the

IMMENSE NERVE-POWER. 

Is might not have been intellectual nerve- 
power, but is must have been a neurotic power 
sufficient to wooderfully sustain and con- 
trol the still more wonderful combi- 
nation of mechanical forces found in 
the muscular syrtem. It is very generaily ac 
knowledged by physiologists that there is more 
or less waste of nerve and muscular tissues dur- 
ing the exercise of the vatied functions of the 
human body. No tight is seen; no sound is 
heard ; no touch is felt; no smell is perceived ; 
respiration is not kept up; digestion, secretion, 
excretion, cerebration, phonation, and muscular 
movements, are not performed without a waste 
of the tissues which are the agents of the func- 
tions named. 

“Now, the Roman soldier must have had just 
this tissue-destruction, and must bave supplied 
it in his food, or else he would have broken down 
under such severe tests. History shows that he 
did not break down, and it is a very interesting 
question, 

WHAT HE MAINLY SUBSISTED UPON, 
In looking over the list of the Commissary 
Department of the Roman Army, we do not find 
the modern diet-table. Frumentum—grain, or 
wheat—was the maio article of diet. A bag of 
wheat was a regular part of the outfit. It was 
whole wheat, not flour. When the soldier was 
hungry, all he had to do was to eat it by chew- 
ing it whole on the march ; and then, rubbing 
up with a stone, eat it either uncoaked or boiled. 
Aoy of the animals he might chance to find were 


caught and appropriated as additional food, and 


were so much clear gain. There might be, at 
stationary camps, other articles of diet; but. in 
the long run, unboited wheat was his principal 
food. This being the case, it is clear that open- 
air life and wheat aré, of were, the elements that 
can make a perfect physical organisation. It is 
not here asserted that no other combination of 
fresh air and food furnishes the same food-data ; 
but it is desired to empbasize that wheat bas 
the undisputed character of 
A PERFECT oon.“

‘ OUR STREET PAVEMENTS. 
There is no doubt about the fact that the 
‘present lamentable condition of Chicago 
streets is doing the city much damage at 
home and abroad. We think that the differ- 
ence of opinion as to the relative merits of 
the various styles of paving does much to 
keep property-owners in various parts of the 
acting in the matter. They are 
disinclined to pay the cost of laying the pine 
wood pavement in the old style on account 
of its perishable nature, which has been 
abundantly demonstrated. The experience 
of other cities is a warning against the adop- 
tion of asphalt, and our soft limestone will 
not furnish such a pavement as we have de- 
scribed being laid in Rochester, consisting of 
flagging as a foundation and layers of differ- 
ent-sized broken rocks, with tar and cement. 
The hard pavements have been found 
altogether too objectionable to warrant 
their adoption at this time. 
months ago comparative 
made in London of the asphalt, granite, and 
wood pavements, to ascertain the extent of 
accidents, These experiments extended over 
fifty days. It was found that the wooden 
pavement was much more traveled than the 
others, and had a very much smaller propor- 
tion of accidents. It was also found that the 
accidents on the wood pavements were much 
less severe than on the others. The number 
of horses that fell during the fifty days on 
the atreets noted were 2,327, and the total 
distance traversed was 478,533 miles; of these 
only 542 falls, or considerably less than one- 
third, were on the wood pavement, These 
observations confirm the experience of Chi- 
cago and other cities where wood pavements 
have been extensively laid, viz.; that they 
are the safest and best for the horses, the 
least wearing on the vehicles, and the most 
agreeablé to the people who walk or ride, so 
long as they are in good repair. 
The only valid objection to the wood pave- 
ment, therefore, is its costliness on account 
If this ean be overcome it 
will be the most desirable pavement that can 
be found for metropolitan life. It is in this 
direction, then, that all future experiments 
should be directed, and the first step is to 
abandon pine for cedar. The estimates 
based upon actual observation of the differ- 
ence between the two woods are that the 
cedar pavement, laid in the round posts, will 
last twice as long as the pine blocks. We 
have seen samples of the Detroit cedar pave- 
ment, which has been laid there to a large 
extent and with great satisfaction. It is put 
down in the simplest manner. 
posts are split into halves, each forming a 
semi-circular block. ‘These blocks are laid 
with wooden strips between them, and the 
space filled with gravel and tar. Buta pre- 
caution is taken in Detroit which is alto- 
gether rejected in Chicago. The practice 
here has been to fill up the streets with 
loose dirt, and the blocks are laid immediate- 
ly upon it. In Detroit and other cities a 
steam-rollez, weighing twenty tons, is used 
to compress the foundation, and this unques- 
tionably insures a firmer and more uniform 
resistance to the pressure. Such a roller is 
the first thing that should be provided for 
Chicago streets where the wood pavement is 
to be laid. We have also seen a model of 
the cedar posts, which are set into the ground 
in the same size and shape as they come, 
some larger and some 

posts are cut longer, and 
ground after ithas been rolled. A pile- 
driver is then used to drive the longer posts 
down toa level with the shorter but larger 
posts. This process serves to still fur- 
ther compress the earthen foundation and 
insure an even pressure. This, we be- 
lieve, is the kind of pavement that should be 
next tried in Chicago, and if it proves twice 
as durable as the pine-block pavement, it 
will be the best and cheapest in the world.

and the term courage in this sense is merely 
an equivalent for brazen mendacity and de- 
fiant scoundrelism. Had he not committed 
suicide, he might have offered his creditors, 
as Donoan, Sxerman & Co. have done, 33 per 
cent, or as Jay Cook & Co. have done, such 
dividend as a Bankruptcy Court might declare. 
RatsTon was not as brave as these men. He 
was not even as courageous as our own B. F. 
ALLEN, who never thought of suicide, though 
his financial condition was proportionately 
worse than that of the Californian. 
Mr. Ratstow was deficient in courage in 
other particulars. He did not dare to live 
and read in the morning papers whining ap- 
peals by whining clergymen, extenuating if 
not justifying the wholesale robbery of thou- 
sands of persons on the ground that of the 
other people's money he had appropriated he 
was always a willing contributor to build up 
Gop’s church and to pay the salary of Gop's 
minister, who in preaching the command- 
ments to his congregation of bankers, and 
speculators, and gamblers, carefully omits 
Thou shalt not steal.”

These 
will ‘consist of rent, clothing, fuel, gas, wa 
ter, the table, a servant,—if they have one, — 
insurance, interest,—if they owe anything,— 
taxes, down-town lunches, cigars, a 8 
sum for church purposes, books, gifts to 
friends, the newspaper, stationery, furniture, 
and a few other little items. Subtract 
them, and if the balance is in favor 
of the outgo then retrenchment ~ must 
be practiced. They must go over the list 
item by item, and see if some of them can- 
not. possibly be omitted altogether, and. if 
many of them cannot be reduced. Perhaps 
the rent is too large. Then get a cheaper 
house. The furniture may be too expensive ; 
then cheaper must be had. The cigars may 
perhaps be eliminated, for a time at least. 
The down-town lunches may prove a burden- 
some grasshopper, Kill it by taking lunch 
from home to the office. Buying books is al- 
ways expensive. This may be saved by 
taking books from the Public Library which 
cost nothing. Gifts also are expensive. Be 
courageous enough not to make them until 
you can afford it. Thus one after the other 
the items may be reduced until the two may 
find themselves able to live within their 
income, and gradually procure some little 
luxuries; If they find that their in- 
come is more than ‘sufficient to pay 
their ordinary expenses, then they should 
plan to save so much per month or 
quarter and place it in the savings bank, 
where it will accumulate and in time grow 
into a sum sufficient to procure them a home 
of their own. Married people without a 
home are only drifting; with a home, they 
are anchored. It is the first duty of all 
young married people to bend all their ener- 
gies towards getting a home. Having ob- 
tained it and planted their own vine and fig- 
tree, they always have a base to fall back 
upon in the war of life, a starting-point in 
all their operations, a castle of comfort and 
content for the children. This common- 
sense view of the financial aspects of matri- 
mony applies not only to those just setting 
sail upon its uncertain waters, but also to 
many of the old navigators. A good house- 
wife keeps her own accounts, and knows 
how much every department of the domestic 
economy is costing. From these books she 
knews how, when, and where to buy to the 
best advantage. She knows what tradesmen 
are cheating her in weights and prices. By 
paying the bills promptly, much 1s saved. 
Nearly all tradesmen want bills to run, where 
the pay is sure, for they will in some man- 
ner make the ifiterest on the money. By 
buying at wholesale, from one-third to one- 
fourth is saved in cost, and better and 
fresher articles are obtained, because 
they have not passed through the 
hands of the retail middleman. In 
many such ways as this economy may be 
practiced and ordinary common sense brought 
into use, so that this problem of finance 
applied to matrimony will not be so difficult 
of solution as it appears to many. We 
have no doubt that there are some of 
our readers who have conducted their 
households upon some such common-sense 
basis as this. We should like to hear from 
them as to the results. Thus far all the com- 
munications have been from the grumblers 
and complainers. Let us hear also from 
those who have studied and practiced econ- 
omy as a science, and to whom matrimony is 
not altogether a matter of money, but also of 
common sense. 


“TRYING IT ON THE D9G.” 
The Eastern press .n general, and the New 
York Times in particular, is surprised that 
‘*so genial a paper as Tux Curcaco Ta. 
une” should be indignant at the subservience 
of Chicagoans to Eastern canons of dramatic 
criticism. The Times informs us that new 
plays, instead of being produced at New 
York, are often first put on the boards in the 
provinces in order to obtain 4 verdict as to 
their excellence. This sort of thing, it 
seems, is called Trying it on the dog”! 
This is an allusion, we presume, to the story 
of the sagacious person who was afraid some 
dish was poisoned, and so gave part of it to 
his dog before tasting it himself. While we 
disclaim, philosophically and publicly, of 
course, any indignation at this revelation, 
there may be somewhat of secret rancor in our 
reception of it. The theatre-goer of Chicago 
might be tempted to say to the Eastern actor 
who poses on the stage in anew part: Is thy 
patron a dog? and if he felt sure that he was 
a canine in the eyes of the actor, he might 
like to show his contemner that a dog can 
both bark and bite. But he is freed from 
this unholy temptation by the cansciousness 
that Eastern managers, despite 1 Times as- 
sertion, do not try their new plays on the 
Western dog. Perhaps our New York con- 
temporary will take the trouble to print 
the names of the plays that have been thus 
experimented with. A single line of non- 
pareil type would doubtless suffice for this 
purpose. We repeat what we said before, 
that the dependence of the whole country 
upon the metropolis, in matters dramatic, is 
a serious injury to the American stage. For 
the Jims is mistaken in saying that a man 
with a first-class play in his pocket will find 
welcome anda market in New York.” The 
process of getting a play into a New York man- 
ager's hands is one of wire-pulling and log- 
rolling. It is not very difficult for a dra 
matic author in Srance to get his brain- 
bantlings into the manager's portfolio and 
then before the managers eyes, The great 
majority of proffered plays are necessarily re- 
jected. They ought to be But they are 
read and judged on their merits, while m 
New York they are not read at all. The 
half-dozen new plays that the metropolitan 
theatrés can produce each season are written 
by New Yorkers who bave earned a reputa- 
tion as playwrights. This may be all right; 
but is it not evident that the fact that 
the only new plays produced in the 
country are upon New York boards 
wholly excludes from competition every 
other would-be—and, under a different 
system, might be—playwright in the country? 
Art, music, letters, and the drama, never 
flourished more in Germany than when the 
capitals of the “ provinces” were in fact 
capitals, when Weimar dared to admire 4 new 
effort of Gorrae’s genius without waiting to 
hear Berlin's opinion of it, and when the 
Frankfort theatre-goers applauded whet they 
liked themselves, and not what the applause 
of a metropolitan audience had given them 
permission to like.

Englishm: n are growing tired of salt meat 
as a staple of their diet, but the scarcity of 
fresh beef makes it a luxury beyond the reach 
of the poor and lower middle classes.

SECESSION IN SOUTH AMERICA, 
The announcement that Panama has de- 
clared war against Colombia has more inter- 
est than the regular daily report of a South 
American squabble, inasmuch as Panama is 
one of the nine States which form the 
tadas Unidos de Colombia, the United States 
of Colombia. The federation is a league, 
rather than a nation, and so differs from our 
system of government. A German would say 
that this was a Bundesstaat, and Colombia a 
Staatenbund. The latter was formed by a 
Convention of the nine States at the City of 
Bogota, Sept. 20, 1863. The present Consti- 
tution was adopted two years later. The de- 
tails of administration are patterned after our 
system, but the President serves only two 
years, and is lucky if he escapes assassination 
for that time, and there are three Senators 
instead of two from each State, The Cab- 
inet, like that of England, is responsible 
to Congress. There are separate State Gov- 
ernments, presided over by Governors, but 
Panama's chief official is styled President. 
The population of the whole country was in 
1870 3,000,000, 2,900,000 of whom were of 
European descent. Panama is the eighth 
State in population, containing only 220,452 
inhabitants, but she is first in importance. 
By virtue of her situation, she controls the 
whole foreign trade of the country. Panama 
and Aspinwall, the termini of the Isthmus 
Railway, and the only ports of any conse- 
quence, are both within Panama. 

There is no probability of any very aniaz- 
ing fighting, for the whole peace army of 
Colombia amounts to only 2,000 men, and the 
war- force, deprived of the Panama contin- 
gent, will muster barely 25,000. If the war 
lasts for any time, Great Britain will be the 
When our tariff confined 
American merchants to the bome 
ket, and forced them to close their 
foreign agencies, the thrifty Britons took 
possession of the trade of Colombia.

THE SUMNER STATUE. 

VARIOUS MODE.8 PRESENTED. - 
Special Correspondence af he Chicace Tribune. 
Boston, Aug. 20.—Tae art-talk of Boston in 
these dog-days is chiefly of The Sumner Mod- 
ela,” as they are called. Some friends of the 
Senator, soon after bis death, met in Boston and 
raised a fund for a statue to be placed outdoors 
in the Public Garden. They chose their own 
Committee, who advertised for models, offering 
as ao inducement to competition $500 each to 
the three which should be adjudged best, but 
reserving the right to award the commission as 
they should on the-whule think proper to ope 
of these competitors or some other artist. The 
only restriction seems to bave been that the fig- 
ure should be sitting, it not being yet deter- 
mined whether it shall be in bronze or stone. 
AT FIRST THOUGHT 
it might seem that they who pay for such a work 
should be ailowed to have their own way about 
it, without the intermeddling of strangers. Bu 
this is by no means so. A man has a legal and 
moral right to keep f mad dog in his own parior, 
but he has no right to turn him loose on a pub- 
lic para. 8o he had the right to keep in his 
private room an indelicate picture, but he may 
not corrupt public morals by an exhibiuon of it. 
And so, as be is not allowed to endanger the 
lives and morals of the people, be bas no moral 
right to corrupt or offend public taste by a per- 
maoent exhibition of a crude and spurious work 
of art. In this instance, the public, as owners 
of the ground where it is to be placed, and as 
constituents of the great statesman to be sculp- 
tured, have a rightful voice as to this statue. 
Twenty-six models are vow sitting round 3 
room in the ue Post- Office, receiving the calls 
and c.iticism of all comers, and never perbaps 
have a people been more willing to exercise their 
reserved right of fault-finding. 

The Committee advertised that they would re- 
ceive the models, with sea ed statements of 
authorship. so that they would award the prizes 
upon the mere merits of the reapective works. 
But, alas for human frailty and distrust of possi- 
ble fairness, several artista have already foolish 
ttiends using all sorts of influence, public aud 
private, to gain the verdict of the Committee, 
and each privately tells vou how his favorite 
model may be distinguished from the ignuble 
crowd around it. 

WHO ARE THE COMMITTEE 

in charge of this matter is certaialy an interest- 
iog inquiry. There is one name on the list. and 
only ohe, which gives any assurance of correct 
judgmeut upon tuts statue as a work of art and 
as this name is not bere given, each member of 
the Committee may feei flattered that he is in- 
tended. It is wise, then, to solicit public crit:- 
ciem. Vox populi, vox Dei, is true in this connec- 
tion. Tue commen people readily recégnize like- 
ness and action in a statue. Who be is, what 
ue is doiwg, and what he means to do, should be 
as Obvious in sucha figure ds in a living man. 
Did you see Mr. Sumner, and what was he 
about? would be answered as correctly of the 
living man by any person of his acquaintance as 
by Crawford or Greenough; but to execute a 
statue that shall answer the question at once to 
every inquirer is the first requirement of true 
art. 

Likeness and action may be easily represented 
in caricature, but the skill of a connoisseur 
may be requisite to judge rightly not only of the 
diguity and general effect of such a work, and 
of 1 6 fitness for a proposed site, bat also of its 
anatomical correctness and artistic finish. Up- 
ou these points the people in general neither 
have, nor profess to have, opinions, but yneld at 
once to authority, and adopt the opinions of 
those who they think ought to know; so tbat 
they will usually decide correctiy upon the 
whole sabject if they have time enough. 

WHY A SITTING FIGURE? 

is the first question. Mr. Sumner, say the 
critica, was an orator, and generally known to 
the people as such, on the platform, at the ly- 
ceum, and Faueuil Hall, and should be repce- 
ecnied standing. But. say the Committee, be 
was a Senator and a student, and we 
kvow him best in bis seat at 
his tof honor aud duty in the Senate, and 
so the only point decided, that the figure be in 
sitting posture, is not beyond cavil. It is un- 
derstuod that the stat ue ic to be ia the open air, 
though this, it is believed, was not published in 
advance, as it certainly should have been. Ho- 
ratio Greenough designed his grand statue of 
Wasuivogton for the rotunda of the Capitol, and 
with much feeling remonstrated when it was 
placed in the open ground. Aside from its 
elfect, it was so cut as to hold water in many 
places, aod would perish soon if thus exposed, 
but it was placed in the open air. The scuiptor 
died with this wrong unrighted, and one of the 
tinest works of artin America is going rapidly 
to decay. If a public statue means anything, it 
means perpetuity, and, let us say dog- 
maticaliy, nothing but metal is enduring in this 
Northern climate, Marble penshes by the 
mere stress of weather, aud grauite, and indeed 
every other stone finely cat, is hable to irrepara- 
bie injury. No skill can restore @ nose or 3 
fioger, knocked off bv a stove thrown by an idle 
bey. Bronze is at present the material for such 
a-‘btatue as this. It admits of a freedom in de- 
tail and a boldness in design impossible iu stone, 
apd iu case of iajury by accident may be re- 
stored to almost avy extent.

The disarrango- 
ment of the furniture, bsoken glasses aud 
bott! and sbot-ndiled wall aud ceil- 
ung. wndivated that the men had been eugaged in 
a deadly struggle aud that McCarthy hai paid 
the penalty of nis rage with his life. Baumann, 
who was absent at the time of the d'scovery of 
the body, was atterwarJs found dead in a room 
im the rear uf bis saloon, two wounds in bis 
bresat indicating that be had been firm in his 
resolutiou to anticipate the forfeit of a life for a 
ute. When last seen, late on Wednesday night,

pearauces indicate that they subsejueutiy quar- 

reled, aud that their vioience wus so terrible 

chat each felt that the other must fall. Bau- 

mannes pis ol served bim well, but the grim 

preseuce of death he had inv.ted awed him into 

cowering wretchedvess, and the shadow 

of ‘Giime faitly crazed him.

The parties to the tragedy were both old men.

peaceable disposition. Rum suddeuly turved 
their frienshi» into deadly batred of each other. 

Baumanu was ao old bachelor, hbo had speu'” 
uis Lfe in adventures upop the frontier aud in 
the mines. He vi ited California during the 
gold-fever. was unfortunate, visited Pise's Peak 
wi.h no better result, and, after failing in eveiy 
venture, settled in Frauk.in and opened a tavern 
iu hope of winn.ng a living at the expense of the 
well-to-do farmers of that section. He had no 
relatives nere. but it is said he had a nephew in 
Chicafo, and that other relatives gre farmers iv 
the viciowy of Cairo. Ul. His victim left « 
grown-up family comfurtably situa:ed,

In HARVEST. . . 

Spertal Correspondence of Thé Ciego Tribune. 

Kangagen, II., Aug. N. — 4 the harvest 
draws near completion, the results prove that 
the eld has been underestimated. From the 
lug ubrious reports peddied out by the majority 
of the farmers a few weeks ago, we townspeople 
were led to look for a complete collapse of ev- 
erything. It transpires that oats will yield an 
aggregate of one-third more than last year; io 
many lustances where the crop was cut with 
scy(nes aod stacked in bulk, the yield is 50 bush- 
els per acre; on high ground the yield is from 
60 to 70 bushels per acre. Rye averages beiter 
than last year, the yield being f:om 20 to 25 
bushels of grain and ove-haif to one ton of 
straw per acre. Flax is, on the whole, equal, if 
not superior, to last vear's crop. Asa for corn, 
the utmost latitude may be taken wich the ad- 
jectives ip estimating the yield, provided we 
have aun ordivarily late season. Some of the 
eare are already turning yellow in maturity. Ou 
low lands there has been a touch or td of frost, 
but not sufficient to do any damage.

FINANCIAL. 


There was a greater stir in banking circles than on

The banks have more than enough resources on 
hauck to meet all requirements, and good borrowers 
can find accommedation on easy terms, 

Rates of discount at the banks are 8@10 per cent 
to regular customers; to the few independent borrow- 
ers who apply for accommodations concessions of sev- 
eral per cent are made, but there is no disposition to 
reduce rates on long-time paper, 

On the street there is less good paper offered than 
at the banks. Rates are 6@18 per cent. 

New York exchange continues weak, and was sold 
at 50c discount between banks per $1,000, 

The orders from the country for currency are Bot as 
heavy as at the beginning of the week.

FINANCES IN CALIFORNIA, 

The theory has been put out that the suspension of 
the Bank of California was simply the last move in a 
desperate game of frauds, and not caused by any imme- 
diate pressure upon it, There is much to counte- 
nance this view, but the flnancial artieles of the San 
Francisco papers that are now arriving record the ap- 
pearance in the money market of the premonitory 
signs that usually precede a collapse, The Alia of the 
22d says: 

The stock market continues weak at lower prices 
under the growing pressure of the money market. 
The amount of money at the command of operators is 
very limited, and calis were made yesterday on parties 
accustomed to broad limits, but who are now come 
pelled to run close in the wiad. The amount of bus 
ness done to-day was very small, There seemed to be 
no desire to press sales, and there was no ability to 
buy. The gradual contraction of money facilities is 
producing an effect, and there are indications of let- 
tung go to take hold better. 

The Chronicle of the san date, in its financial col- 
umn, speaks more definitely of the growing st- 
geucy: 

So far as the money market is concerned, there is 
realiy no change to chronicle, The banks have con- 
tinued unaccommodating to broxers, and brokers 
have been daily drawing the lines tighter on margins. 
Every one is keeping a sharp lookout to windward, 
The assertions of brokers tuat the banks have pienty 
of money, and could loan it more freely if desired, is 
denied by the bankers themseiyes, who say tuat there 
is just money enough in tue city for legitimate busi- 
ness, and none for speculation, A prominent banker, 
in this assertion a few days ago, added that he 
“did not know where the operators got the money 
with which they were making purchases, They must 
either be drawing it from the savings banks or from 
private hoards laid away in old stockings.” It con- 
tinues to ve Lelieved that the prospective necessities 
of Fees «= O Biian’s new bank are oe the retire- 
ment of a large amount of ready money, It is hard to 
understand how an institution that intends to start 
with so large an amount of eonvertibie capital for the 
ummediate use of the borrowers cam otherwise carry 
out its plans. No matter how large an amount of bills 
receivable the new bank might have in hand, it would 
be scarcely sufficient for the bro d working purposes 
which ita projectors have in contemplation, 

The reference to Flood & O’Brien’s new bank toach- 
es without doubt whet will be found to be the occa- 
sion, though not the cause, of Ralston’s fall. 

- PACIFIC COAST SPECULATIONS, 

Within the two weeks ending Aug. 10, twelve new 
mining companies were organized, eight of which were 
iocated in Nevada, and four in California, Ten of the 
twelve have capitals of $10,000,000 each, and two 8, 
000,000 each, The aggregate is $112,000,000, which is 
pretty well for a fortnighi’s operations, but how much 
is the stock worth now ? 

NEW COUNTERFEITS. 

Counterfeit $10 bills on the City National Bank of 
Poughkeepsie, N. ., and the First Natiohal Bank of 
Philadelphia, are in circulation in the Eastern States. 

BRITISH BANKRUPTCIES, 

The London /':mes has the. foliowing facts with re- 
gard to the bankruptcies in Great Beitain in the last 
four years: 

The number of bankruptcies in England and of com- 
positions with creditors and liquidations by arrange- 
ment conducted under the provisions of the Bankrupt 
act, was 7,01% in the year 1874, 7,484 in 1873, 6,386 in 
1872, 6.280 in 171, and only 8, d in 1870, the first year 
under the new act, Tae total liabilities were 417,6, 
429in 1870, but there were in that year some very 
heavy bankruptcies, in four of which the aggregate lia- 
bilities’ exceeded 4,00, 000; in 1871 the liabilities 
were £14,15°,859 ; In 18.2, £14,287,416; in 1873, 419% 
184,812 ; in 171. £20,136,670, showing a large tucrease 
of bad debts in the last two years. In the five years 
the number of bankruptcies deciined from 1,351 im 
13/0, to 980 in 1874, but the compositions inereased 
from 1,036 to 2,6.¥, and the liquidations by arrange- 
ments from 2,055 to 4,440. The assets in the failures 
of 18:4 were but £5,451,848, to meet liabilities exceed- 
ing twenty millions, or half « million leas of assets than 
in 1873 to meet liavilities which showed an increase of 
nearly 4 millon steriing. The assets in the 930 bank- 
rupt ies of 1574 were estimated at no more than 4488, 
445, the liauilities , 788, d. 

THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA BONDS. : 

The Superintendent of the Banking Department of 
the State of New York has forbidden the savings banks 
of that State to invest their fundsin the 3.65 per cent 
bonds of the District of Columbia, and any such in- 
vestments already made must be changed into New 
York State or United States securities, It is held that 
the United States only gurantees the uitimate pay- 
ment, but that in the meantime it must be legally dem- 
onstrated that the District of Columbia cannot pay.

Dry goods were in fair demand, and nothing more. 
The hot weather of the past few dys, while it bright- 
ens the general business outlook, operates to delay the 
opening of the fail trade, and at the moment there is 
comparatively a light movement aside from sup- 
plying immediate wants, The only important 
price changes noted were a reduction of s e 
in Fruit of the Loom aud Hill's 44 bleached 
shirtings. The grocery. market was destitute 
of new features, For the season there was 3 fairly 
satisfactory movement, and the general market re- 
tains its healthy tone.

ness of any kind or character quickly and at limited 
expense, It is well known that Chicago is fast assum- 
ing the first place in the roli of.commercial centres. 
In no city in the Union is there so much speculation 
in grain and provisions as bere, and besides this is the 
fact that within the last five years a radical change has 
taken place in the character of our trade, Nowadays 
buyers do not look to New York to furnish them their 
goods, and Chicago does not find it necessary to send 
her grain and provisions to that city to find buyers. 
In point of fact, the buyers look and come to 
Chicago, and through bills of lading are given 
to any point in the Old or New Worig. There 
is no lack of capital here eitner, Those who have 


watched the drift of commerce cannot but have dis- j 


covered that there is a natural tendency of all classes of 
trade to drift Chicagoward, Tworor three efforts have 
been made witnin the last decude to establish a Stock 
Board in this city, but have been unsuccessful mainly 
because the movement was premaiure, Chicago not 
being ready to support an institution of this k’nd, 
Several prominent gentiemen of this city now believe 
the time has come for an effortin this direction, and 
are talking of organizing a Hoard somewhat upon this 
basis: It is proposed to havea call“ of the leading 
cereals—v» heat, corn, and oats—and of mess pork and 
lard; also to “cali ” some local bank, insurance, and 
railway stocks, and in fact any article—sugar, coffee, 
tea, tobacco, etc., etc.—as circumstances warrant, 
These calls to be two or three times a day, or 
oftener if needed, By this means it is 
thought that considerable business of a specu- 
lative character done by Chicago m rchants in other 
cities can be done here, and of course Chicago mer- 
chants will reap the benefits accruing, The time is 
certainly fast approaching when more or less railroad 
companies will move their transfer books to Chicago, 
-a they want is an opportunity, and this the Cai- 
cago merthants can furnish by a little effort, It cer- 
tally looks feasible, and it must be admitted that 
anything that increases the volume of our busipess in- 
creases the vulume of our prosperity.

THE SAN FRANCISCO BULLETIN'’S STORY. 

San Fraxcisco, Aug. 23.—The Bulletin this 
evening hag the following editorial on the death 
of W. C. Ralston > ; 

The community was more painfully surprised 
by the announcement of the death of W. C. 
Raleton yesterday afternoon than by the failure 
of the Bank of California, which had just pre- 
ceded this tragic event. The fortuus of that in- 
stitution was the ¢ulmination of Mr. Ralston’s 
finencial management. He had been allowed 
full swing. or so pearly so that be was 
responsible for the bank management, 
and probably for «a loog time past 
he alone knew its actual condition. 
When, therefore, yesterday, after the late 
President bad made his statement to the Direc- 
tors of the bank, and ther promptly took the 
further management of its affairs out of his 
hands, Mr. Ralston ceased to live almost simul- 
taneously with bis ceasing to be President. It

AN UNFORTUNATE ENDING 
of a once powerful institution, and tragic ending 
of s life. Great as were the financial 


abilities of Mr. galten when he was 
advanced to the bead of the bank, 
there was the inception of that failure which 
culminated yesterday. Mr. Raiston had the 
dash, nerve, and quick impulses which belong 
to that class of men who make brilliant specula- 
tions, aod are as often overtaken by disastrous 
effecte. He was bold and strong-willed, and, 
while it bordered on recklessoess, be was taken 
fora financial genius. He was at the same time 
a man of great reach and enterprise, so that the 
management of a great banking institution, ia- 
etead of being made an extensive business, was 
ONLY AN ITEM 
in the multiplicity of his affairs. Mr. Raleton 
engaged largely and lost very heavily from time 
to time in outside speculations. He was a heavy 
operator in stocks. He made 3 large sum in 
operations iv Belcher, and probably lost a much 
larger one in his more recent overations im 
Opbir. In this last operation the losses of the 
pool are said to have been hardly less than 
/ $3,000,000. Mr. R. tacked the discipline 
of eariy training. If victory did not come 
with the bold dash, reverse was pretty certain to 
follow. He could work out nothiug by any pa- 
tient or slow process of reasoning. He was for- 
ward with the first impulse or intuition, either 
to succeed or défeat.

r. R. We had meny long ana earnest juter- 
views with bim at our office, and at the end of 
which he always left faily determined to carry 
out his own plans, but was fully mformed that 
the Bulletin would defend the public interest.

PRIVATE GAIN, 

He had lost heavily, and could not see why he 
should pot be permitted to mase up bis losses 
at the public expense. If he was sometimes 
ready to serve the public with his great oppor- 
tunity, he was also ready to demand concessions 
from the same public, which could not be made 
without great and positive detriment to such 
interests. He thought it right to elect officers 
to shape municipal, and, if need be, the 
State Governmeut, so that his plans should 
be more readily executed, Whenever this 
was done. his energy and his autocratic ambition 
were put to the most dangerous use. No 
journal conducted in the interest of the pubhe 
could hesitate for a moment as to its line of 
duty. We interposed only when the public meaa- 
ures which he bad originated and was pushivg 
to dangerous consummation made that datv 
clear, and then we never hesitated to warn the 
public of the danger being perfectly willing to 
tbat might follow. ann 
The devclopments of the last few days, afford 
so complete a vindication of the Bulletin that 
we are not disposed to add more. When nothing 
from the first was wanting, 1f there were any 
reasons, for a singe regret, it would 
be in this that our warning and criticiems 
had not been even more emphatic 
and persistent, that some greater mitigation 
of pubne evil might have been secured. This is 
the time for calm and dispaseionate review. We 
do not shrink from makiug it in the light of 1e- 
cent oveota. We could wish that nothing had 
vceurred to make such a review necessary. but 
this is our opportunity. While we do justice to 
the dead we do not forget what justice sud truth 
also demands for the living. 


RALSTON AND THE BANK. 
DOMAIN OF THE BANK. 

In order to understand tbe effects of the fail- 
ure of the Bank of California and of Raleton’s 
tragic death, it mast be remembered that when 
you cross-the Sierras you enter the domain of 2 
new power. Geographically only you are still 
withm the United States. For the rest, all there 
is foreign. are of public concern are uot 
those discussed elsewhere in the Union. 
Politics there are local and quite unintelligiv!e 
to a voter from the States, as well as to 
editors in the States, who invariably grotesquely 
misunderstand California politics. 

Business elsewhere througbout the United 
States ia dependent upon New York as the 
financial centre. Basiness there’ is wholly 
independent of New York. Wheat is sold by 
the cental, not by the bushel; greenbacke are 
daily quoted at the discount disclosing their 
actual value; and all business operations are 
conducted on specie bases. Whoever remains

Within a vear after its organization the capital 
stock of the bank was increased to $5,000,000, 
aod subscribers to the $2,500,000 additional 
steck were charged a bonus of 25 per cent 
for the privilege of taking the stock, to be paid 
up io full. At that rate, such had been the auo- 
cess of Ralston’s management in developing 
the Nevada and other mines, the entire two and 
a half millions was quickly taken, and before 
the close of the year the stock of the bank was 
quoted at 140, with no sellers. 
SHARON IS RALSFON'S PROTEGE, 

About this time it was that William Sharon, 
who had lost everything in Jisastrous mining 
speculations, was, by Ralston, placed in charge 
of the interests of the bank at Virginia City, 
more eepecialiy of its interests in the famous 
Yellow Jacket mive. From that time dates the 
colossal fortaue of Senator Sharon, who within 
one year after his appointment as agent of tho 
bank by Ralston had made $300,000, 
And from that time did Sharon become the 
firm ally of Ralston in the tremendous speoula- 
tion upon which the latter soon entered. With 
$5,090,000 paid-up capital at his command (for 
thouch only Oashier from the outset Ralston 
directed the affairs of the bank), and with the

RALSTON WIDENED THE FIELD OF HIS OPERATIONS, 
Stock-gambling bad already attaived tremen- 
dous proportions on the coast With the 
enormous capital at bis command, Ralston em- 
barked in it, on the theory that five millious 
could any time beat a hundred thousand, a half- 
million, or a million even; anditdid. He could 
seil short, could tighten the money market. 
and squeeze holders of stocks to bear down the 
price and rake in the margins. He could 
then declare dividends and otherwise bull 
the stocks and unload.

Such was the 
event in 1872 when arose the famous 
struggle between the bank and Sbaron aud Al- 
vin Hayward and Senator Jenes (Hay- 
ward's son-in-law) for the whole of the wn 
Poins Mine—the paying of all the Comstock 
Lode mines.

Lincoln. in ac- 
cordance with the above conditional sanction 
of the proposition for removal, I have occasion 
to know that Robert T. Lincoln made efforts to 
fect arrangements for the transfer of Mra. 
incoln to Springfield. Le 
It is well known that there are certain insane 
persons who need what in medico-legal science 
is termed interdiction, which does no} necessari- 
lv imply restraint. If time should show that 
Mrs. Lincolo needs only the former, without the 
latter, all will rejoice to see any possible en- 
largemeat of her privileges. And now, although 
the conditions upow which, ot the 9th inst., I 
favored her removal, have modined by the 
presence of a greater ree of mental 
pertarpation than at that time existed, I am stull 
unwilling to throw any obstacle in the way of 
iving her an op unity to have a home with 
oer sister. But I am willing to record the opin- 
ion that such is the character of ber malady 
she will not be content to do this, and that the 
expenment, if made, will result only in giving 
the coveted opportunity to make extended ram- 
bles, to renew the indulgence of her purchasing 
mania, and other morbid mental manifestations. 
In regard to the treatment of Mrs. Linooin 
while under my care, it has been stated that she 
bas been kept in close confinement,” *‘ virtu- 
ally imprisoned behind grates end bars.” “ lock- 
ed by her jailer as a prisoner,” * incarcerated,” 
Ste., etc. These and other like harsh terms are 
not used in the interest of truth. 
They are unjust, and do no credit to 
those who apply them to the case of Mrs. Lin- 
coln. She need not remam in doors unless by 
her own choice more than two or three waking 
hours of anyday. A carriage is always at her com- 
mand. She may mde or walk when and where 
she pleases, on condition that she sbaii reture at 
proper hours, aad be accompanied by some suit- 
abie person or parsons. She receives calls from 
ladies of her acquaintance in Batavia, and may 
return them. Sue has been called upon by Gen. 
Farnsworth, of St. Charles, and by 
some of her relatives in Spring fleid. 
She has had, until the lech inst., 
private unrestricted personal intercourse 
with Judge Bradweil, who. in a threatening aod 
insulting letter to me, calls himself ber legal 
adviser and friend.”
